DIRECTIONS  FOR  SOWING. 

Sow  in  shallow  boxes  of  light  soil  early  in  spring,  and  place  in  a  light 
window  or  greenhouse,  in  a  temperature  of  about  65°.  Cover  the  seed  lightly 
with  light  soil,  and  water  with  a  fine  spray.  When  the  seedlings  are  an  inch 
high,  transplant  them  into  similar  boxes  or  2-inch  pots,  and  plant  out  in  the 
garden  after  danger  from  frost  is  past.
